OTJIt WASHINGTON LETTER.

EDITOB KENO JOURNAL: Truly this seems 


to be a session for silver, judging from the 
unmix r of bills nffecting thiit ruet*l that 
were introduced the two first days of the 
meeting of the second session of the Fifty 
first Congress, 


Sums ol the bills are more moderate 


thia others, one bill in particular intro- 
duced by Mr. Taylor, of Illinois, ooold 
purhaps ba classed as the most moderat" 
It is in the form of a joint resolution and 
ig aa follows: 
Joint resolution to provide for the pur- 


chase of silver bullion and to confine 
purchases of silver bullion to the pro- 
ducts of the United States. 
Beaolved by the Senate and Honsa of 


B*pres«ntativ«a of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, Tbat the 
Secretary of the Treasury is hereby di- 
rected to purchase, within thirty days after 
the approval of thia resolution, silver 
bullion to the aggregate amount of thirteen 
million ounces, now in the United States, 
or so much thtnrnof as may b» offered for 
salo at the market price thereof, not ex- 
ceeding one dollar for three hundred and 
seventy-one and 
tvrenty-fivo 
ooe-buu- 


dredths grains of pure silver, aud to issue 
in payment for sach silver Treasury note- 
authorized by the act of July fourteenth, 
eighteen hundred aud cinaty, 
entitled 


"An act directing the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notes 
thor»on. and for other purposes." 


SEC. 2. That tha silver purchased tinder 


this act shall be in addition to the amount 
authorized to be purchased monthly by the 
aforesaid act of Jaly fourteenth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety. 


SBO. 3. That the purchases of silver au- 


thoriZHd by the nforesuid act of July fnur- 
teentb. eighteen hundred and ninety, ahull 
hereafter be limited to silver bullion the 
product of the mines of the Unit-J States, 
or of ores or b ise burs smelted or refined 
in the United States. 


Your reader will readily see this bill au- 


thorizes th<f purchase of the present supply 
of silver, which is about $3,000,000 iu 
amount, and to confine the purchase of sH- 
vor thereafter to native silver, all of which 
shall be the product of native mines. 


There is no doubt that a free coinage 


bill would sacare a large majority in both 
Houses if it could ba brought to a vote, and 
it is probable that a free coinage bill m 
pass this session; bat it may bo ser'.oualy 
doubted whether a silver bill of any char 
ooter will pass the House, or be brought up 
for discussion, I have several reasons for 
this opinioo. 


First—The leading men in the House 


who are members of the Convention of tho 
Committee on Bales are known to be per- 
sonally opposed to free coinage. 
Their 


record is so well known that it is not ptob 
able that their viaws have undergone a 
change at this session. 


Second—The President of the United 


States in opposed to free coinage except in 
accordance with an international agree 
meat, which will save the United States 
from being made the dumping ground of 
all silver producing countries. 


One of the drawbioks to the oaisage of a 


free ooinags bill will be, judging from 
conversation I overheard the other day in 
the lobby of the House, is that some of 
those gentlemen who are lukewarm on the 
question, seem to 'kink that the Repub- 
lican party has inude a record on the silver 
question which its leaders belief i to be a 
very liberal one, in having provided for 
the purchase of $4,500,000 monthly. They 
do not think that an udequata opportun 
ity has been given to judge of the silver 
law of last session. 


In that re-'paet they consider that the 


Silver bill stands in the same relation as 
the Tariff bill. They believe it just to 
wait until the next Congress to discover 
want the effdot of it will be. 


Speaking of the Tariff bill reminds me 


that something might be said of the causes 
that led to the Republican defeat ut the 
last elections throughout the country. 


"One 
of the chief causes was tha per- 


sistent misrepresentation of the new tariff 
law. 
It did not hive a fair chance, and 


every man who had goods to sell took arl- 
Vantago of the law to raise hi? pricaa. 
Why, 
the potent way the importers and the 


merchants worked a,;aiust the tariff was 
something remarkable. Whenever a lady 
went into a store to buy shoes or any arti- 
cle, the merchant told her that he intended 
to raise his prices on account of the new 
tariff, but he would let her have the shoes 
at the old price. It would be the last time, 
however, that he could sail at the old 
prices. Why, it did not rn-ike a particle of 
difference whether the articles were in the 
free list or not, prices would go up. 
The 


ladies helped to spread the panic, naturally. 
We all desire to buy chftiply. Every oross- 
ionci3 merchants knew how to make people 
buy by holding up the new tariff as a bug- 
aboo. 


"Some illustrations will show the ab- 


surdity of the rise in prices. No*, tin 
oans hav« a duty of five cents a dozen on 
hem, and yet I know merchants who 
charged 25 per cent, additional on tho old 
prices, all ou account of (ha wage-earners' 
tariff. 
Tha duty on champagne is eight 


cents per bottle, yet the sellers here charged 
fifty cents more on a bottle. Hundreds of 
instances could be given of the advantage 
taken of the passage' of the tinff bill to 
raise prices and create alarm. 


"A stanch Kepublioau, a personal friend, 


in New York City, wanted to paint his 
bouse and found that the prices on linseed 
oil bad increased 5 per cent. He mid it 
was the new tariff law, 
and boiling with in- 


dignation went and voted the Damooratio 
tiolcet. The duty on linseed oil has not 
been changed. In fast, the 5 per cent, 
rise" w»3 owing to the linseed oil trust 


which simply saw fit to increase prices. It 
made no difference whether articles were 
on the free* list or not, prices wer« put up 
•<nd the cry was: 'That is what the tariff 
bill did.' Nothing was said about sugar 
being practically on the free list. Nothing 
was snid of the reductions made in many 
articles of prim* necessity." 


Then again,~ the importers were very 


vigorous to spr«ad the alarm; they were 
not mad about the wage-earners' tariff 
law, 


although they pretended to be. The Ad- 
ministrative bill, passed before tho tariff 
bill, is what mac'.e the importers furious 
You see, before this bill was passed every- 
thing was in a more or less choatio state as 
regards correct classification. It was im- 
possible to placs every bundle and every 
article that came into this country on an 
equitable dutiable basis. 
Big fortunes 


were, therefore, made by many of the im- 
porters, because the proper duty was 
not assessed. In other words, the chances 
for making" fortunes were great, and im- 
porters soon laarned what to import and 
what kind of packages to use. All of this 
has been nipped in the bud by the Admin- 
istrative bill, whioh clearly defines and 
settles the duty on all imported packages 
and articles not hitherto specifically enu 
merated. I do not see why the importers 
should be permitted to make fortunes at 
the expense of the merchants and con- 
sumers. I cannot believe that the country 
at large would care to maintain a system so 
manifestly unjust." 


Suoh judgment was tikon on the new 


Tariff bill. The Munchausens in the land 
were us thick as leaves in a California 
forest, and the truth about the wage-earn- 
ers' tariff law was stifled,"crusbe.l, without 
a hearing and without fair discussion, 
It 


is only a question of time; the people will 
soon reiUizs that they have been imposed 
xipon, for no great measure, affecting so 
many industries, can be put into execution 
in a month, 


Just a* I am about to mall this to you, 
I 


am in receipt of Mr. Bartiue's free coinage 
bill of which the following is a copy: 
A bill for tbe free coinage of silver and the 


issuance of coin certificates: 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, 
that on and after ths first day of July, A. 
D. eighteen hundred and ninety one, 
any 


person may deposit silver bullion at any 
m nt of tbe United State-i, in quantities of 
not less than one hundred ounces, and 
receive therefor coin or coia certificate*, at 
the option of the Government, at the rate 
of one dollar for each three hundred and 
seventy-one and one-fourth grains of pure 
^ilver contained in s ich bullion; bat the 
bullion so received shall be subject to the 
requirements of existing lnv,s and miut 
regulations as regards fineness and the 
amount of charges or deductions, if any, to 
be uaads. 


SEC 2 That no coin certificate issued 


r.nder the provisions of this act shall be oi 
ft greater denomination than fivn hundred 
dollars or less than one dollar, and at least 
one-half of the amount shall be in denom- 
inations less than fifty dollars, and such 
certificates shall be redeemable in gold or 
silver coin at the option of the Govern- 
ment. 


SKO. 3, That of the bullion deposited as 


herein provided at leapt two million ounces, 
and as much more as may be necessary, 
shall be coined monthly into standard 
dollars of four hundred and twelve and 
one-half ernin>» ol standard silver, and thu 
standard dollar heretofore coined and here- 
after to be coined shall be the unit of 
account and the standard of value in like 
manner as is now provided by law for the 
gold dollar, and, together with the coin 
certificates herein provided for shall be a 
legal tender fcr all dibts, public and pri- 
vits, except in tbe onse of contracts hera- 
tofore made in whioh a different mode of 
payment has been expressly stipulated, 
and when suoh certificates are received by 
the Government of the United States for 
public dues they shall ba reissued; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this act contained 
"hill bo so construed as to affect in any 
way the legal tender quality of any Treas- 
nrv note, coin, or bullion certificate issued 
under any other law of the United States; 
and provided further, that the coin and 
bullion certificates issued under this or any 
other act in nctnal circulation shall never 
exceed tbe amount of gold and silver coin 
aud bullion held by tho treasury of the 
United States. 


SEC. 4. That a sum sufficient to carry 


out the provisions of this not is hereby 
appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, 


SEC. 
5. That all acts" and parti of acts 


inconsistent with the provisions of this act 
are hereby repealed, such repeal to take 
effect on thi first day of July, A. D. 
e'ghteen hundred and ninety-one.

Riot of IVoincn in Bologna. 


Bologna was iu an uproar a short time 


ago in consequence of tlie violent street 
demonstrations of the 2,000 women em- 
ployed in tho arsenal theio. The gov- 
ernment had jn&t ordered 21,000,000 car- 
tridges, and in the midst of the resulting 
hurry and Imstlo several womou threw 
about explosives with the greatest care- 
lessness. A young woman superintend- 
ent reported this, and the careless women 
•were discharged. 
The superintendent 


had already earned the hatred of the 
women under her by her pretty face and 
popularity with the officers. 


The discharge of the woman she had 


reported for discipline brought this 
hatred to a white heat, and a conspiracy 
was formed to lynch her. 
The officers 


in charge of the arsenal discovered the 
plot and gave tho pretty superintendent 
a guard of ten policemen, who watched 
over her night and day. 
All the women 


in the arsenal then went on a strike and 
marched up and down the streets, shout- 
ing, stoning every one they met, and 
usually bringing up before the protty 
superintendent's hoxise. Whenever the 
superintendent appeared in the street 
the women were after her with clubs 
and stones, and were fought back in 
hand-to-hand txissles with her escort of 
policemen. 


At night the women painted tho town 


till the last Bolognaifce was aroused and 
brought to his window with loud de- 
mands for peace. 
The government 


finally listened to these demands, and 
had the streets kept clear at night by a 
company of soldiers. Although most of 
the women have since returned to work, 
the plot against the fascinating superin- 
tendent is still on, and she attends to 
her duties only under the guard of her 
ten policemen.
